There is a movement on foot in this 
town looking towards reform in the 
management of our public affairs. It 
originated with and is now being prose- 
ented by men who not only have inter- 
ests that need protection but have the 
general welfire at heart. Good citi- 

ens in different walks of life have en- 
listed in the cause and are now heartily 
engaged in devising ways and means to 
bring about a better state of things than 
has existed here for some years past. 
Large meetings, composed of leading 
business men, mechanics, clergymen,

and others, have been 


more are announced, at whieh, it is} 


hoped, our whole population may be 
educated up to a fall appreciation of 
their duty as good citizens, to adopt 
measures of reform, and methods for 
executing them. These meetings are 
largely attended by the best people of 


Woburn, belonging to all political par 


ties, religious sects, and social grades. | 


It is doubtless couceeded on all hands | 


that the present Board of Selectmen of 
this town, with a few exceptions, is 
composed of material in whose hands 
public business can be safely intrusted. 
Able, honest 


discharged their duties during the past 


and upright, they have 


vear with fidelity, good judgment, and 
tor the best interests of their constitu- 
ents. ‘This, at least, is what we hear 
and believe. There are, however, men 
on that Board who have no business to 
be there, and itis for the purpose of 
weeding out the rubbage, cleansing this 
most important branch of the town 
government, and substituting clean, 
honest men for the unsound timber, that 
the reform movement, of which we 
have spoken, was organized. 

Che moral aspect of the movement 


is doubtless con 


dered paramount to 


all others by numerous person

in it, while there are many whose view 
takes in the whole situation, compre- 
hends the importance of radical changes 
in the offices from a business point of 
observation, and will work more par- 
ticularly on that line In planning for 
the town’s good the question of license 
during the coming year ought not to be 
subordinated to others of less account, 
for its good name, right conduet, and 
prosperity will depend largely on the 
proper settlemeut of that question. 
Whatever may be the views of certain 


persons concerning the matter of license 


or prohibition in the abstract very few, | 


we believe, will deny that the latter is 
best for this town, owing to the pecu- 
liarity of its situation. But there are 


good men enough in the reform move- 


ment to look after this important fea- | 


ture of it. 

But suppose the town should vote on 
the dth of April next to grant licenses 
to sell intoxicating liquors during the 
year, what then? What ought to be 
doue to meet such a contingency? 
Muanifestly this: to elect a Board of 
Selectmen who would have the ability, 
inclination, and determination to com- 
pel a strict enforcement of all laws 
governing the sale of liquors and keep 
the traffic strictly within legal bounds. 
Not only so, but there should be elected 
u Board possessing suflicient courage 
ind moral principles to reject at least 
one-half of the applicants for license, 
and to fix the license fee at a sum three 
or four times larger than it ever has 
been here. This would be a step for- 
ward in sound morals and good local 
government, although not so long a 
one as many good peeple might desire. 

Summing it all up, as we understand 
it, the reform: movement of which we 
have herein briefly treated was organ- 
ized and is calculated to be for the 
general wellure of the town. It has 
been inaugurated to promote temper- 
ance by suppressing rumselling; to 
weed out and cleanse our public Boards ; 
to elect good men to office ; and to plan 
and execute any and all measures that 
tend for the common weal.

Hiemishes Which Mar Our Books 
Recent book-making has 
many innovations in taste that are ques 
tionable, One of these is the unpunctu- 
ated title-page. The latest English and 
American publications now display title 


pages guiltless of punctuation of any 
sort, save that which is incidental to 
abbreviations. There is no justification 


whatever for this, more than there would 
be for a continuation of this state of af 
fairs all the way through the book, A 
common blemish of English books is the 
lack of dates indicating the year in 
which the book was published This 
fashion has only obtained within the last 
twenty or thirty years The reason 
given is that booksellers do not wish pur 
shashers to know the age of the books 
they buy. Luckily in this country books 
san not be copyrighted unless they are 
dated. It is absolutely impossible to 
learn without writing to the publishers 
what year certain English magazines rep 
resent, the month and the volume being 
alone indicated, 

Another fault is the omission of the 
folio upon which a new article be 
This is done to save “underlaying.” © 
logruers find many such obstacles in Eng 
lish books and magazines, 
they strike is the English habit of using 
1 man’s title or office instead of his given 
name, as Principal Shairp, Canon Farrar, 
Prebendary Reynolds, ete, Until recently 
few English magazines attached the 
names of authors to the articles, and this 
has been the cause of no end of mystery 
and confusion, Harper's Magazine did the 
same until about ten years ago, Authors 
of historical books often write the chap 
ters full of references to months and 
lays, but to discover the year one has to 
read sometimes a good share of the book.
